Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The '999 or 719 reference teaches whey protein, 
vitamin E, lipase (pancreatic function promoter). Although '999 and 719 mention whey protein, '999 or 719 does not teach glutathione (liver 
function promoter as claimed instantly). '571 and '412 teach promotion of glutathione by whey proteins and their importance in enhancing 
the resistance to bacterial infection. Simpson etal. correlate lipid assimilation and vitamin E absorption (liver function promoter as cited in 
instant claim) thereby establishing the significance of lipid assimilation and the out come of lack of absorption or digestion of lipid with 
vitamin E resulting in possible nutritional deficiencies which may compromise health conditions. (It should be noted that Vitamin E has been 
cited as liver function promoter in the instant claims). Suzuki et al. reflect the connection between lipid assimilation and pancreatic function 
promoter and intestinal function promoter, hence the rejection is ovious over the combined prior art of record. The rejections are therefore 
maintained. 
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
